II. 

Without apology we turn again to the 
doings and deliverances of the Episcopal 
■Synod on matters educational. And we do 
this in vindication of our right to be heard 
in self-defence against the wild, reckless, and 
manifold reproaches cast upon our Province 
in its educational aspects by tbe members of 
that assembly. For years p.ist, we have been 
looking on our public schools with pride and 
pleasure, and in these we saw the hope of the 
next generation, When the hand of economy 
was nnsp.aringly applied to all other depart- 
ments of public expenditure, the cost of our 
public schools w.as ungrudgingly passed and 
paid. When the banns of m,arriage were set 
up between Southland and Otago, it will be 
in the recollection of all readers that one of 
the arguments in favour of the union was, 
that Southland would share the adA’antages 
of our unrivalled school system. For years 
past, a session of the House of Assembly has 
not closed without some reference to educa- 
tion, and on all such occasions Otago has 
been held up in this respect as a model 
weithy of imitation. No wayfarer visits our 
Province with eyes to see and ears to hear, 
and a judgment to discriminate, who does 
not in some way or other say a good word in 
favour of our school machinery. Parents in 
the outlying settlements of the Province are 
ever heard regretting their distance from our 
schools, and many from time to time are 
giving up lucrative situations for prospects 
leas promising, to put themselves and their 
children within the reach of a training with 
which they have the best reasons to be satis- 
fied, Absolute perfection does not belong 
to any, even the beat, of the contrivances of 
Adam 5 sons ; and our school system has 
no higher claim in this respect than other 
institutions of human groivth. But ,what 
could be done by wise counsel, painstaking 
patience, and the aid coming from much ex- 
perience, has been done, and the grand re- 
Bults are vindicated in the judgment of nine- 
tenths of the piiople in this Province. Proved 
incapacity anwn^ “the isichias staff- no 



; ohance of holding its own long in any part 
of the Province. Not long ago it was tried 
in this neighbourhood. ' A gentleman Epis- 
oopally! rocommonded found, his w.ay into a 
school 'in the district,- tuit he aOon found hie 
way out again, to seek some way of life more 
suitable to his abilities. , , Tho.se who road the 
reports of the monthly meetings in Dunedin 
of the Schoolmasters’ Association cannot fail 
to meet with proofs of' fitness bn the part of 
members for the ofllce they hold, highly cre- 
ditable to them as a class ; and from these 
reports the Synod itself might receive useful 
hints. Looking at tho j5enoral bearing of 
these facts, and otiiers that might bs named, 
what was our shame and indignation when we 
read in the Rev. Mr Stanford’s speech that 
jill along we have been training perfect hea- 
thens and atheists ; not heathenism and scep- 
ticism of a middle and moderate type, hut 
these evils unqualified and perfect ! These 
high priests of progress, these apostles of 
meekness, gentleness, and Christian love, 
standing npon this firm e.arth of ours, instead 
of breathing a blessing on the confessedly 
best and most suecesstul training institution 
in this or any other Colony, cast upon it a 
blast of hot wrath sufficient, if believed, to 
wither up all that is green in hope for our 
boyhood and girlhood and the growth of 
promise to another generation, and grieve the 
hearts of parents, and put the ban of worse 
than heathenism onthous.ancls of households. 
Is this the best way wo can honour the me- 
mories of the fathers and founders of this 
Province : men who gave their counsel, 
their time without stint, and their money 
freely ? And now are we to bo told that the 
only effect of their labour is to put a drag 
upon the wheels of civilisation, and send fur- 
ther on in our history a class to deal in our 
marts, to delve in our mines, and to reclaim 
the wastes of the Province for fields and gar- 
dens and orchards, without a God ? It has 
been said that a Christian minister without 
love is a moral, physical, and logical impos- 
sibility. Guided by this conclusion, and 
looking at the harsh condemnation passed by 
the members of Synod upon our schools, 
scholars, teachera, and all tlio training con- 
trivances of Otago, Ave may say,— Of all the 
human deliverances tKat can come to us and 
to our children, that is the greatest that saves 
us from the tender mercies of a loving priest- 
hood. The Synod could only spare a little 
unwelcome praise for the Catholics, as if they 
only had a conscience on the question of edu- 
cation. A kindred spirit makes ns wondrous 
kind. A profusion of patronising generosity 
in this direction will deceive no one, Tlie 
Episcopal leverage may need help in tlie 
coming lift for denominational education ; 
and then, again, to bespatter the Catholics 
with praise would have .an invidious kiok tn 
all the rest. While, however, the plea is the 
evil result of the present mode of training in 
the Provincial schools, there is reason to 
think the motive for the nncalled-for severity 
is, that the young people of tlie Provinoo do 
not so readily take the Church of England 
shape as could be wished ; pliant as they are, 
they do not pronounce so freely the Shibbo- 
leth of High Cluircliism as Avas expected. 
And to discredit the present system, by some 
means good or bad, seemed to the Synod tlie 
only chance of serving the present geiieratiou 
by separate schools. But the purse of the 
Synod, never over-stocked, appears to have 
fallen thin of late, so that it is not unlikely 
we may have to Avait a while yet for the edu- 
cational millennium. In the meantime it is 
as well to be guided by the light Afo have, 
and wait for more, and not be misled by the 
flaring sheen rayed over a limited space ,b3' 
the Synod.

For instance, it Avould cost a m.an 
aged thirty less than tenpence a Aveek during 
his life to secure the paj'iiiont of £100 at his 
death ; and a man of tho same age might se- 
cure the same benefit for those he might 
leave behind him by the payment of one 
sliiUing por Aveck until he reaches the age of 
fifty, Avhen all paymonts on his part AA'ould 
cease, — thus avoiding the nuisance of having 
to pay Avhen lie shall have grown old and, it 
maybe, past AA'or’K. Another table Avas men ■ 
tioned, by ivhich a man may, by a very mo- 
derate payniont until he rer-ches a specified 
age, secure for himself the sum as.si'red, 
should he reach that age, or to his heirs 
should he die before. The lecturer reminded 
his hearers that the mnraont the first premium 
had been paid, the Government AA-ere liable 
for tho payment of tho policy, even if death 
took place tho next moment. Amongst other 
advantages, -Mr Clapoott inentinned that after 
a man had insured for tAvo years, his policy 
AA'as protected froni seizure under the Bank- 
ruptcy LaAv to the extent of £200, after five 
ye.ars to £500, after seven to £1000, and 
after ten to £2000. But if a man insured 
for the benefit of his Avife and family, for any 
amount up to £2000, the policy Avas inline' 
diately and absolutely protected | so that no 
matter hoAv unfortunate the man might bo, 
the policy could never be taken aw-ay from 
his wife and children. And another great 
advantag.e mentioned was this : that slionid 
a person fail to pay his preniium Avhen due, 
tho Government, instead of forfeiting the 
policy, as is the general rule, will keep it 
open for us many years as there have been 
annuel p.ayincnts m:ulo. Thus, if a man has 
paid four annual premiums, and fails to pay

series of slips. 

The fluming of a part of the Kirtleburn 
Avater across the KaAvavau River is about 
completed, and appears a most substantial 
piece of work. The pipes, 7h inches in 
diameter, are laid on timber, suspended by 
iron rods from two supporting wire ropes, 
Avliich are securely fastened in solid rock and 
tightened bv means of screws, The middle 
part of the fiiiine is on a level with the wires, 
the length of the supporting rods increasing 
toAA'ards each end, so as almost to bring the 
pipes to a level and counteract the natural 
sag of the wires. The present deflection ia 
not more than ten feet at the centre, and this 
will be reduced very nuich Avhen the wires 
are properly scroAved up to the permanent 
leA'el. The flume is calculated to deliver two 
heads of water, and as the pipes are at pre- 
sent stronger than is required, the quantity 
could bo greatly increased by means of a 
pressure-box. The wliole is finished in a 
neat and workmanlike manner, and reflecU 
groat credit upon Jleasrs Landberg and 
M'Nulty. There is little doubt of this being 
a paying speculation, and its success will no 
doubt lead to the development of other fea- 
sible projects of the same nature, many of 
AA'hich are inviting the attention of the minor 
and the capitalist.

' Tlrt post foar or fiw weeka kive been un- 
aBimUy prolific in aerioas aecidenta, aeveral 
of tkcni nnfortitnutely ]»ving proved fatal. 
Sfeiterday afternoon there were added two 
jnore to the already painfully heavy list of 
aasaaUiea. The more aeriuua of the two, so 
far as can be at present judged, occurred at 
the Mussel Bay reclamation works to one of 
the contracters, Mr James Stumbles. While 
nUndiiig near a large block of eartb which 
'Was to course of removal, the mass suddenly 
came away and buried him. He was quickly 
«xtrieated, and attended to by Dr Drysdale, 
of Port Chalmers, and tflerwarda conveyed 
to the Dunedin Hospital by the sic o’clock 
train. His ancle was so seriously dislocated 
that the bone came right through the sock, 
and upon examination and consultation by 
the m^ical men at the Hospital, it was con- 
sidered necessary to amputate the limb, the 
•operation being performed daring the even- 
ing. While sympathising deeply with the 
mnfortunate sufferer, I cannot help wonder- 
ing at the want of caution which this and 
iminy similar accidents th at have occurred in 
the Province seem to indicate on the part of 
those whose callings expose them to danger 
from earth-falls. It seems as it no end of 
cautions would have the effect of making 
miners and others more chary of trusting 
their limbs and lives within reach of these 
dangerous earth-blocks, or of adopting some 
means whereby immunity from accidents of 
this nature might be secured. The other 
accident to which I have alluded occurred to 
Yeend’s coach while on its way to town from 
the ^uthem districts. MiTien near the foot 
of the steep hill on the other side of the 
Look-out Point, the king-bolt snapped in 
two in consequence of one of the fore wheels 
having by some means become detached. 
A man named James Miller, who has been on 
this road for a number of years, was driving, 
and he was thrown from his seat on to the 
road, and dragged along for some distance, 
when the coach upset. There were eight lu- 
sida and six outside passengers, yet strange 
tfj say none of them suffered any injury be- 
yond the severe shaking and fright they re- 
ceived. Not so poor Miller, however, for on 
being taken up he was found to be dreadfully 
bruised and cut about the head and face, and 
with the bones of his nose fractured and 
splintered. He has received a most severe 
shock to the system, and even if he is fortu- 
nate enough to thoroughly recover, his fea- 
tures will be disfigured from the effects of 
the severe bruising and lacerating he has re- 
ceived. 

Tlie City Council seem thoroughly deter- 
mined to adhere to their decision re the pro- 
posed purchase of the Dunedin Waterworks. 
At their meeting yesterday a long letter from 
the secretary of the Company was read, re- 
iterating the wish of the Company that the 
question of value shares should be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. The letter was dis- 
cussed at length by the Council, the unani- 
mous opinion being that the price offered to 
the Company, viz., £16 per share, was a very 
high one, and that the decision of the Coun- 
cil not to submit the matter to arbitration 
should be adhered to. Eventually, on the 
motion of Councillor Prosser, it was resolved 
to remit the matter to the Waterworks Com- 
mittee for their consideration. The Corpora- 
tion certainly have the public with them on 
this question, and if ere long the Water- 
works Company, in consequence of their 
stubbornness, have the chagrin to see new 
waterworks started by the Corporation, they 
will only have themselves to blame. The 
fact is not forgotten that tliey agreed to sell 
to the Corporation at £15 per share, and that 
it was owing to an unfortunate oversight that 
the Corporation were unable to carry out one 
of the conditions of sale which they had 
agreed npon, viz., giving the shareholders in 
the Company the option of taking Corpora- 
tion debentures of 30 years currency. There 
is no question that the City Council is 
thoroughly in earnest in its expressed deter- 
mination to erect new works commensurate 
with the growing requirements of the city, 
failing the securing to the city of the present 
means of supply. If an amicable arrange- 
ment is not speedily come to, the starting of 
these works may be looked for as soon as the 
necessary powers are obtained, and then the 
shareholders of the Dunedin Waterworks 
Company u ill bite their nails and repent of 
their obstinacy. 

The long waited-for submarine dredge, 
whose protracted advent has sorely tried the 
patience of confident shareholders, is still un- 
finished ; but judging from appearances, I 
should think the date of her completion can- 
not now be far distant. With the delay 
which has taken place in the construction of 
the trial boat, or dredge, or whatever it may 
be called, tho confidence of shareholders in 
the success of the venture seems to have 
proportionately diminished. Battray-street 
jetty, the present locale of the cigar-shaped 
monster, is visited by numbers of people, 
who as a rule seem to come away after an in- 
spection of the curiosity very little the wiser 
for their trouble. I am afraid that the 
winter of next year will not he far distant 
before she reaches her destined quarters at 
the bottom of the Molyneux. Let us hope 
that when she does make a start, the antici- 
pations of Mr Vilalne will meet with ample 
Tcalisation.

A NEW. IDEA FOR SLUICERS. 

To the Editor of the Cromwell Argus. 

Sir,— W hen Mr Macandrew, en his last visit 
to Cromwell, stated that it would yet become 
the capital of the Middle Island, I doubt much 
if there was one sanguine enough to believe in 
the fulfilment of the prophecy. To men gifted 
with a mental vision of a lower order, it may be 
obvious that Cromwell will yet, however, become 
the most extensive and best-yielding gold-field 
in Otago, if not in New Zealand. To say no- 
thing of the claims in its bounds already at 
work, many of which show a permanency and 
stability highly gratifying, it may be correct to 
say that it possesses a water supply incomparably 
greater than that of any other distriot. The 
Garrick Range water race will doubtless yet 
afford profitable employment to hundrerls. In 
the ripper parts of the west side of the Clutha, 
the Cardrona could he turned over the Mount 
Barker flats, the Luggate and the Lochar could 
be carried along the Mount Pisa range, ami com- 
mand many a broad acre. On the cast side, fifty 
heads would sometimes be obtainable from the 
Lindis for the golden area around Bendigo Gully. 
And what is fifty heads to fifty times fifty always 
procurable from the swift-running Hawea, — and 
that, too, at a good altitude ? 

Bendigo, like a child surfeited and pampered 
when it was first ushered into existence, an.l 
then left to mature into m.anhood as it host 
could, is not yet out of its leading-strings, and 
can only be looked on as a promising youngster, 
with many faults. What prospecting has it re- 
ceived to prevent the discovery of air^f -thai.in 
width and in richness far exceeds anything that 
a Goodger over dreamt of ! But all this may he 
said, and much more, and still Cromwell might 
tail in becomiug the leading gold-field of the 
Colony. What are resources if they remain un- 
developed ? What value pertains to tho grass 
on Morven Hills, if there were no stock to con- 
sume it and convert it into a profitable export 
in the shape of wool and meat? And what value 
pertains to those thousands of acres of aurife- 
rous lands if they cannot be profitably worked ? 
But I venture to assert that the day is coming 
when they will be profitably worked ; and the 
man who first initiates a large water scheme, 
and proves indisputably that tnose infinitesimal 
specks, found over such a wide area, can be re- 
muneratively collected, him may the Cromwel- 
lites feast and banquet, and for him may they 
reserve their plaudits, established as he has an 
industry that this generation, and the following, 
will see in its prime.

Grand Sham Fight in Dunedin. 

The Prince of Wales’ birthday was made 
the occasion of a universal holiday by the 
^Dunedin people ; and among other enjoy- 
'nients was one specially prepared for the 
V olunteers, who were invited by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Cargill to visit his grounds at For- 
bury. The following is a description from 
the Guardian of a sham fight which took 
place during the day ; — 

After some dancing and other amusements 
had been indulged in, “the ‘assembly’ bugle 
w.is sounded, and the order given for the 
rifles to ‘ fall in’ ; and it now becomes our 
duty to give the number of Volunteers upon 
the ground, which we do with some reluc- 
tance : Artillery, 18, South Dunedin, 21, 
Scottish, 3, No. 1 Company, 6, W,aikari, 3, 
and Cadets, 13. Then there was the Artil- 
lery Band, which consisted of some 20 mem- 
bers— thus giving a grand total of 83. But 
neither the Artillery nor the Artillery Band 
took anyrpartin tlie..‘sham tight,’ which was 
consequently confined to 45 ‘ fighting men’ of 
Province, and of this force 13 were 
Cadets ; but as tl»e Artillery were to have 
their shot and shell practice, Ma.ior Atkinson 
was determined that the ‘ rifles’ should not 
he altogether baulked in their desire for 
death and slaughter, and he accordingly had 
ammunion served out to them, after which 
he ordered them to march. This they did 
headed by the gallant m,ajor. They pro- 
ceeded by a circuitous route down to the valley 
at the foot of the hill which has been before 
referred a.s being surmounted by the Italian 
nag. Up this hill they advanced in skirmish- 
ing order, apparently determined to do or 
die, or in other words, to capture the hill, 
haul down the enemy*s flag, or perish in the 
attempt. And as the ‘ thin red line’ (verv 
thin) gallantly advanced up the hill to the 
attack, a most exciting incident occurred. 
The men were firing as they advanced in 
skirmishing order, availing themselves of 
•every blade of grass behind which to gain 
protection from the hurtling cannon balls 
which were supposed to be thundering down 
upon them from the battery above, when 
consternation was depicted in the face of 
every man by a Cadet, in his youthful ardour, 
firing away his ramrod, which same ramrod 
was very nearly for ever putting an end to 
the existence of Volunteer W. Sly, who hap- 
pened to ha his fmnt-rank man. The ramrod 
was not afterwards recovered. It is, how- 
ever, hoped that it did gi'eat execution amona 
the imaginary foe. But a cry of danger now 
arose, ‘Look out for the cavalry,’ and down 
upon their knees in company square fell the 
brave forty-five to repel the assailants. A 
telling fire was opened upon them as they 
advanced (imaginary) sabre in hand, and men 
pd horses rolled over (in imagination), leav- 
ip the forty-five so far masters of the situa- 
tion. And now the time to see what the 
boys were made of ! ‘ Up, Guards, and at 
em, cried the Major, waving his hat in one 
hand and his sword in the other, ,and the 
Tipt moment the thin red line (intermixed 
with grey) charged gallantly up the hill and 
bayonetted the (imaginary) foe as they stood 
to their guns, thus covering themselves with 
imperishable glory, and the lulls with clouds 
of smoke which issued from their rifles 
turned upon the flying foe. All this thev 
did, and more ; but, as the plan of actioh 
sketched out by the gallant commander was 
of so intricate a character, and the imaginary 
foe in so many places at once, our reporter 
freely confesses that, with his slight military 
knowledge, it is utterly impossible for him

Then both of them 
went down to the floor together, she having 
the advantage in the fall, and, getting on top, 
with her hands still in his hair, she shook his 
head against the floor with an energy and 
courage that would undoubtedly have filled 
him to overfowing with admiration had he 
known who it was, or had he known anything 
at all. Every time she rapped him she 
shrieked for help, and in a brief space of time 
the children and Mrs Eben Davis, who lived 
downstairs, were on the scene. Mrs Davis 
was not dressed for company, but in the ex- 
citement she didn’t mind adornment. She 
had « candle in the one hand and a large 
carving-fork in the other, and was about to 
drive the latter into the legs of the villain, 
when recognition ensued. Then Mrs Davis 
laid down her candle in one dircotior,, and 
the fork in another, and immediately re- 
turned to her own apartments, her yellow 
flannel nightcap, as it shut down the stairs, 
being the first thing Mrs Henry saw on 
springing to his feet.

The Queen’s Prize at Wimbledon. 

The Daily Tdeyraph gives the foibiwin" ac- 
count of the “crisis’’ in the shooting for the 
Qoeen’s prize at Wimbledon “ Pullman in 
the meantinie lias been takingit more leisurely 
and now, when Baker and Menzies have 
finished, has still three shots to fire. His 
fourth shot wa.s a miss, and left his score 
where it stood after tlie third— at 50. He 
has now three cliaiiocs to score 4 to tie and 5 
to win it. Everybody thinks he will do it 
easily. Carefully he loads, lies down, and 
quickly fires. A red flag— a centre. Three 
more to his score, now 59. Two more shots 
in which to make 1 to tie or 2 to win. It is 
a hundred 1o one on him ; at least so says 
the now eager crowd— and so thinks Menzies 
apparently, for lie looks very disappointed, 
■and is busily explaining to some other Scotch- 
men that his scoi'o by rights should be fi3 in- 
stead of 60. The conclnsion seems to be so 
foregone that the people do not take a violent 
interest in ■ Pullman’s sixth Shot. But what 
is that ?— no flag ! 3\Tiy, it’s a miss ! He 
may lose, after all. Another miss, and it’s 
all np- On the other hand, a simple outer 
will make him the winner. Two hundred 
and fifty pounds for him if he can once more 
hit the outermost edge of the target’s skirt. 
Two hundred and fifty bright golden dragon 
sovereigns if he w ill only once mure do what 
on ail ordinary occasion lie would back him 
self to do half-a-dozen times running. But 
he is getting nervous now ; outwardly he is 
calm, but lie has turned very pale. He loads 
for the last time ; the crowd swarms over the 
ropes ; the policemen are powerless to keep 
them back now. He lies down ; the crowd 
press still nearer. He aims ; a deep hush 
falls on every ear, not a sound, not a whis- 
per ; you can almost hear the beating of the 
brave y<mng marksman’s heart. "1116 ten- 
sion is getting painful, when crack goes the 
rifle. What i.s it ? Every eye striiins to see 
which flag the marker waves. But, alas ! 
no flag appears. The last shot was a miss 
again, and the Queen’s Prize is lost and won. 
The crowd rush at Menzies, and bear him in 
triumph to the Council tent on their shoul- 
ders. His rifle is declared all right ; the 
band strike up ‘ See the conquering hero 
comes his bearers carry him off to his tent ; 
and every Scotchman on the ground is de-^ 
lighted, though on some of the Soutlierii 
faces there is visible a slight depression — a 
slight hint that tliey considered too much 
Scotchman too much of a good thing.” 



the huts w'here the crew had stayed, they at 
first came across five dead bodies laid out on 
a bench under a cloth. In a chamber to the 
right of the entrance were six corpses hop- 
rilily disfigured. In another, to the left, 
were throe more in beds, and a fourth on a 
cliest. The last wore a fur hat and vest and 
woollen gloves. .The three others presented 
a terrible sight. By their side were tlie re- 
mains of their last food- — ^ttirce- biscuits, four 
or five tablets of sugar, and a parcel of dried 
vegetables. The bodies wore all buried in 
one grave. After a vain search for the re- 
mains of the two other sailors who hail been 
detained, which were probably hidden under 
tlie snow, the last of the eighteen who had 
to be accounted for was found to have died 
before the arrival of his comrades at the huts. 
The exceptional fatality in this business is 
supposed to be owing to the inaction and 
want of hygienic precautions of the victims, 
who ate salt meat and lard almost to the last. 
They had exceptionally copious resources in 
the storerooms of the Milterbuk. The story 
18 taken from a diary which was kept by tlie 
sufferers, probably till the time of the last of 
them who could write. It states that in Oc- 
tober they killed two bears, two foxes, and 
some reindeer, but gave over hunting from 
the 7th November in consequence of the dark- 
ness. All went well until the beginning of 
December, when the first .man fell ill ; on 
the 19th a second was attacked, and on the 
21st nearly all. The weaker invalids were 
attended by their stronger fellow sufferers, 
two of whom watched night and day. The 
cold gradually increased, and with it the 
rnalady. On the lOtli January the first two 
died ; on the 21st February the third j and 
on the 23rd the writing in tlie diary changed, 
and the new recorder says, “There is now 
only one sound man to keep ns all. May the 
Lord have pity on us.” On the 28th Feb- 
ruary the cold reached its maximum, 30 de- 
grees Riiaumur below zero. Up to the 10th 
April ten fresh deaths were successively re- 
C(>rded, and on the lOtli the last was regis- 
tered by a new hand. It is siqiiiosed tcT bo 
that of the man found dead on the chest.
